burg became a part of this system, in addition to this ‘By-law 
435 has been amended on various occasions, the mileage has 
been considerably increased.

In order that your honourable body may secure a better 

understanding of the situation in regard to this system and 
also a guide to the County Road Committee in the preparation 
of estimates, I have prepared a plan of the entire Syste. 
showing the various roads, and also by means of differen: 
colored inks have indicated on this the work which has been 
performed on the System during the years since the adoption 
of the various roads since 1917. The work of the present and 
succeeding years may be entered on this map and should prove 
a valuable asset to future County Councils. 


The Economics of Highway Improvement is a subject to 
which a great dea] of study has been given by experts of High- 
way Systems all over the world and it has been clearly shown 
‘that considerable saving is made in transportation by the con- 
struction of roads of an improved type. It has been ealculas- 
ed that a saving of twelve cents per ton miles is made in the 
marketing of crops and general transportation, in other words, 
a man living four miles from his market or shipping town 
would save forty-eight cents per ton on each trip and a man 
handling 100 tons per year would save $48.00. While this ix 
no doubt true, I am inclined to think that the damage to the 
roads in this County is not so much the marketing of farm 
products, as to the ever-increasing travel by motor vehicles 
end motor transportation. While possibly the economic ad- 
vantage was somewhat eonsidered when the County Road 
System was introduced into the County of Norfolk yet I have 
a slight recollection that the increase in the use of automobiles 
between the year 1910 and 1917 was possibly a more important 
cause of the introduction of the System. And it might be in- 
teresting to note that the automobiles in the County in the year 


previous to the adoption of the System was 641. In 1919, this 
has increased to 1463 passenger cars and 12 trucks. And ia 
1923 the number had increased to 2750 pessenger cars and 217 
trucks. In other words the number of automobiles is nearly 
five times greater now than when the system was adopted. 
This is not an isolated case, as statistics show that during the 
past five years the increase in motor vehicles in this Provinze 
has been at the average of 25,000 per year. And, bearing in 
mind that the motor vehicle plays a far greater part in deter- 
ioration of roads than the horse-drawn vehicles, it would ap- 
pear that the difficuities of maintenance of highways is rapidly 
increasing rather than diminishing. 


Orgirization—The organization of a County Highway 
System can only be 100% efficient when all the various units 
from the head of the organization to the laborer are in clos¢ 
cO0-operation. | 


The Act to aid in the improvement of Highways and subse- 
quent instructions and regulations, issued by the Department 
of Public Highways, have forecasted and laid down the posi- 
tions and duties of the various units of a County Road Syste. 
The County Council is the head of all road organization, the 
County Road Committee acting as a board of directors to carry 
cut the desires of the County Council. The Superintendent is 
their work manager and, in turn, is instructed to carry on the 
work as desired. The foremen of construction act in close co- 
operation with the Superintendent, and under his instructions 
the patro) man or repair man is largely responsible for the up- 
keep of the road after construction, and while under the diree- 
tion of the Road superintendent, must often act on his own in- 
itiative to keep the surface of the road in condition. The road 
superintendent shall appoint the various foremen and patrol 
men. The Act distinctly lays down that no County Councillor 
nor member cf a Municipal Council shall act as a foreman or 
laborer on the County Road System. Doing so shall subject

him ‘to disqualification from Office on the application of any 
ratepayer. 


The question of drainage of Highways is left entirely 2» 
the diseretion of the Superintendent. It shall be the duty of 
the Superintendent to construct all Highways in accordance 
with the Specifications as laid down by the Department of 
Public Highways.
